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LETTER FROM THE CHAIR

As we all learn to deal with yet another year of chaos around us, 
| hope all of you were able to find some stability and positivity in 
your interpreting work. What we do is critical to the lives of Deaf 
people in person and on the other side of the screen. Many of us 
have interpreted more “remote” work than we ever thought we 
would, but we have grown as a profession to the situational needs 
around us. 


As we move forward, we unfortunately are not finished with this 
crisis. The reality of what we are now dealing with in the fallout 
from the past two years, is a dramatic shortage of Interpreters. 
As aprofession, we “lost” two cycles of graduates from ITP’s, with 
most of those students moving on to other fields due to the in- 
ability to complete in person internships, take certification exams, 
and socialize to continue to grow skills. As a profession, we need 
to work to pull back in some of those interpreters by offering to 
mentor and help them get back into the field. We have also retired 
and “burned out” dozens more experienced interpreters. Even 
though we are beginning to administer the BEI and the NIC again, 


it will take time and patience to see the growth in certification numbers. Thank you to the Commission 
for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing for taking on the challenge and working hard to get our certification 


system going again. 


Ironically, the number of interpreters obtaining a Missouri interpreting license has increased as inter- 
preters from other states apply for a MO license. Remote work gained greater acceptance through the 
necessity of physical distancing, but for many situations, remote work is here to stay. The changes to the 
profession are exciting and anxiety provoking all at the same time. The acceptance of remote work has 
opened opportunities for interpreters who were once limited by geography to the work available. Remote 
work is also providing for a more diverse interpreting pool for our D/deaf communities. 


We have made it through the initial chaos that was Covid... we are now experiencing the back side of the 
storm. We need to work together, support each other, and help each other out. Be supportive mentors, 
friends, and colleagues because we all need a little grace right now, and a safe space. 
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We have a new Division Director at Professional Registration. Sheila Solon was appointed by Gover- 
nor Parson on January 6, 2021 to be the guiding force behind our service to all licensed professionals 
and to the citizens of Missouri. 


Originally from Chicago, Ms. Solon moved to Missouri over 30 years 
ago and brings a wealth of legislative and leadership experience 
with her into her new role as Division Director of Professional Reg- 
istration. She had the unique distinction of being elected in the 
Missouri House of Representatives in two different districts. Her 
energy and dedication will be a model for us all.

Renewals 


Renewal time is upon us. Remember that all Interpreter licenses must be renewed by January 
31, 2022 in order to continue to work as an Interpreter in Missouri. If you have had any changes in 
contact information, please make sure you have notified us. Per Missouri Interpreter Rule 20 CSR 
2232-2.030: 


A licensed interpreter whose address has changed shall notify the committee of the 
address change within thirty (80) days of the effective date of the change. 


While the rule does not specifically mention e-mail addresses, it is very important that we have 
current e-mail addresses since that is our primary mode of communication with you. Missouri In- 
terpreter Rule 20 CSR 2232-2.030 also states: 


Failure to receive a license renewal notice shall not relieve the licensee of the obligation 
to renew the license to practice as an interpreter and pay the required fee prior to the 
expiration date of the license.

Effective March 30, 2021, Missouri Interpreter Rules 20 CSR 2232-2.010, 20 CSR 2232-2.020, and 
20 CSR 2232-2.030 were amended to simplify the language regarding the application for licensure 
and temporary licensure as well as for name and address change and license renewal.
